He ad- 
vocated the placing of a bolt In every 
plank so that It would aocilrelyjhold 
ke chtuix or rope In, place, making it 
impossible to slip. He said that he 
would endeavor, to have legislation 
anactod coverlns this doflclency in 
tlie mining; laws.

He states that this 
money was deposited for the purpose 
of safety and aluo for forwarding to 
the Old Country. In addition to this 
he states that he Is Indebted to the 
Mono'ngahelii National Bank In the 
sum of |SOO, J. C. Hlganbotham ?!,- 
208, 
and Thomas Grieglali $400, those 


being the largest Individual sums of 
Indebtedness recorded. 


In bis statement ftled he gives a.s 


the reason for his failure the money
